DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


Notes on Meeting held in the Town Hall on Wednesday, 13 February attended by Clirs Todd (Chair), Brewer, 

- Clarke, Clinch, Drake, Fisher, Flux, Hill, Lee, Oddy, Stevens, Swash and Coun Cllr Matthews. Apologies: Cllr 
Colley and Dist Cllr O’Sullivan. Cllr Todd welcomed the Clerk, David Blakey, who was back in office following 
his recent sitccessful hip operation. 

REPAIRS TO CHURCH CLOCK AND TOWN BALL: The PC agreed to discuss this item in 1 private asa 
debate in open session would be “prejudicial”. * (At the February PC meeting two estimates had been received for 
the work and the Environment Sub-committee was asked to report back with its recommendations). 
WOODLAND TRUST: The Clerk reported that £7,189 has now been raised, which is just £1,811 short of the 
£9,000 target. He said there have been 77 local pledges, which represents 10 per cent of households in 
Deddington. People from outside the Parish, including some former Deddingtonians, have pledged £1,438. The 
World Wide Fund for Nature has also promised £500 which has been matched by an anonymous donor, and 
Stephen Webb of the Trust has said he is confident of raising the balance. Cllrs were “encouraged” by the news. 
Although they had already agreed not to support the scheme financially they decided to underwrite the + heated 
sum in the form of an interest free loan. 
COAT OF ARMS: Cllr Oddy presented an up-to-date balance sheet which detailed receipts and payments since 
the inauguration of the Coat of Arms in 1992/93. There are still a number of commemorative tankards for sale and 
cllrs ‘agreed to invite local businesses to buy them to sell during the tourist season. 
ENVIRONMENT: |. Cllr Brewer has written to ask the Euro MP Charles Elles to apply for a grant to upgrade 
the Clifton Road footpath. Coun Cllr Matthews said OCC has promised the path will soon be sprayed with 
. weedkiller and then rolled, making it suitable for all pedestrian use but not for horses. 2. Pc Donahue has agreed 

' to look into the problems caused by car parking at Clifton. 3. Cheque for £30 sent to Katharine House Hospice for 
PC’s contribution to the time capsule which has now been buried beneath paving under the Town Hall. Details of 
capsule’s contents have been filed with the Coat of Arms papers. 4, CDC’s guidelines on dog control by-laws are 
available in the Clerk’s office. 5. There has been no response from Clifton to item in DN about Best Kept Village 

’ Competition, and Hempton has declined to take part. Deddington will submit entries for the War Memorial and 
the section for medium sized villages. PC to erect posters encouraging people to play a part. 

PLANNING & PROPERTY: Application from Duke of Cumberland’s Head, Clifton for first floor restaurant 
and small extension for cellarage at rear. No objections. 

PUBLIC TOILETS: Following advice from CDC the Planning Sub-committee advised PC not to go ahead with 
public lavatories. Cllrs agreed unanimously not to proceed, mainiy because of the high running and maintenance 
costs. They decided to ask local hostelriés to co-operate if the need arose for visitors, and they agreed to carry out 
repairs to the existing lavatory in the Town Hall. 

WINDMILL CENTRE: 1. Cllr Flux a that the Centre continues to i well-used but the return of income 

‘on capital is low, at point five per cent. 2. As a result of the Badminton Club’s presentation of their case at 
January's PC meeting, cllrs voted to rant £200 for equipment for junior players aged.16 and under. The decision 


?. was in line with the PC’s support of juniors in other sporting clubs in the Parish. 3. The Windmill Centre Open 


' Day will be on Bank Holiday Monday, May 27. 
ACCOUNTS passed for payment: £8,658. 
PARISH COUNCIL FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley @ 6.25%), £108,000 (Treasury ear @ 5.625% 
to 11 April), £8,110 (14 days notice @ 3.125%) and £13,435 (Overnight @ 2.5%). Total funds: £579,545. The 
Clerk reported that interest on deposits had been adversely affected by the recent drop in interest rates. , 
CORRESPONDENCE: 1. Letter from resident of The Daedings concerned at use of Coat of Arms as a pub sign 
at the Deddington Arms, formerly the Kings Arms. Clerk explained that PC had already agreed it could be used 
commercially upon payment of £100 fee, which has been made in this case, although one or two clirs said they 
would have liked prior notice of the changes at the pub as they have been “tackled” about it by people in the 
village. 2. Letter from resident asking for PC’s help in dispute over height of conifers. Cllrs agreed this is a 
matter between neighbours and there is nothing the PC can do. 3. British Trust for Conservation Volunteers to 
clear dense undergrowth and footpath at Castle Grounds over two weekends in October at a cost of £380. Cllrs 
agreed this was good value for money and volunteers will be allowed to sleep at the Windmill Centre. 
ANY OTHER URGENT BUSINESS: 1. Cllr Clarke to stand down as school governor and Clir Colley to take 
his place, 2. Cllr Flux voiced concern at the danger to pedestrians caused by the various building works inthe 
village, particularly at Hempton Road, The Deddington Arms and The Hermitage. He said people with prams or 
wheelchairs found it especially difficult to get round the scaffolding and parked vehicles in safety. The Clerk will 
write to each of the contractors, pointing out these concerns. 
MEETING CLOSED TO PRESS AND PUBLIC at 8.50pm.

FROM CLIFF SMITH, THE DAEDINGS 

f am sure I am not alone among your readers in my dislike of the current fashion of 
changing centuries old pub names for short term marketing advantage. 

In the case of the most recent change from King's Arms to Deddington Arms, insult 
is added to injury by the high-jacking of the Coat of Arms, which was granted at 
our expense to the Parish Council. In my view the use of the Coat of Arms in the 
pub sign dilutes and devalues the display on the Town Hall. Furthermore I believe 
it implies a connection beyond mere location between the Parish Council, the 
Corporate Body to which the Award was made, and the private business. 

The King's Arms is included among Listed Buildings and also lies within the village 
conservation area. Department of National Heritage guidelines on listing state that 
“Even relatively minor works, such as painting, may affect the character of a 
listed building...." While, strangely enough, the change of name does not 
apparently require listed building consent, we are advised that such consent is 
required for the signs which incorporate the new name, (and the Coat of Arms). At 
the time of writing no application for such listed building consent had been 
received by the District Council. When this is received by the C.D.C. it will 
provide, for those who share my feelings on this subject, an opportunity to express 
their views. This may be done through the Parish Council (which is consulted about 
such applications) and should, in its reply, take account of the views submitted, 

or direct to the District Council which will advertise receipt of any application 
_locally and in the Banbury Guardian.

ON THE FARM 


Oh to be in England now that spring has sprung! Or has it? 
Perhaps I was asleep after a night in the lambing shed 

and missed it. 

The lambing has gone very well, with just a few stragglers left. After a-slow start 
and a higher then normal number of singles, we had a number of triplets and two 
sets of quads. These were fostered on to ewes with singles to give them a better 
chance of survival. Most of the ewes are now out at grass and are still being fed 
on cake and hay. The lambs have field shelters to go into where they can feed on a 
high protein “creep feed". This year we have had a student from my old college for 
4 weeks' work experience. I do not think the poor lad knew what he was letting 
himself in for. He turned rather green at the gills when he had to help me lamb a 
ewe but soon recovered, has lambed several under supervision since and seems to be 
enjoying the work. 

The crops have now had their first dressing of fertilizer (nitrogen and sulphur). 
The oil seed rape has had 3 cwt per acre and all the wheats 1'5. This will be 
followed in a few days with 3 cwt of a compound fertilizer (nitrogen phosphate and 
potash). The grass leas have had 2 cwt of nitrogen and will get more when we "shut 
them up" for mowing. , 7 
The bees have come through the winter well and most colonies have some "brood" 
ready to hatch out. If we get warm weather soon they should be off to a good start. 
I always look forward to when the evenings get longer and I can walk around the 
farm or sit and watch the lambs playing. Unfortunately with the constant low roar 
of the M40 and some loss of hearing (through machinery noise) it can be difficult 
to hear the birds. I went to the JR at Oxford for a cap scan to see if anything 
could be done, but all that did was to prove my old Headmaster right when he used 
to say, "Boy, you have nothing between your ears"! GEORGE FENEMORE 338203 


THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 yearsago by Buffy Heywood 


As the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley do not start again until January 1847 and 
we would like to keep the '150 years ago' theme, I am going to quote over the next 
few months from an extract which I have been given from "The History of the County 
of Oxford 1852" relating to Deddington. 

After a short resume of the history of the town going back to the 12th century and 
details of the formation of the three manors of Windsor, Christ Church Oxford and 
the Duchy of Lancaster, there is a paragraph headed 'The Castle', as follows: 

"On the eastern side of the town beneath the mounds of earth, within which the 
green sward is now used for the purpose of the ‘national game of cricket' are 
buried the remains of what was evidently once a fortress of considerable magnitude 
and strength. Some antiquarians ascribe its foundations as the handwork.of the 
Danish or Saxon conquerors of the island, whilst others attribute its erection to 
the Normans. About ten years ago the earth which covered the site of the keep was 
removed for the value of the building materials, and Mr. Faulkner then obtained 
from the spot a piece of curiously carved freestone, and a copper coin of Offa, a 
king of Mercia (which comprised Oxfordshire in its boundary and was the largest of 
the heptarchy), who reigned from 758 to 795, which relic he lodged in his museum. 
It was discovered at the same time that the outer wall of the strong hold was 10ft. 
in thickness. The whole of the area of the castle may perhaps comprehend six 
acres; around which went a wide fosse, which is still distinctly marked through 
its whole progress. In the year 1204 the castle was in the hands of the king. It 
appears that Deddington castle was demolished before the reign of Henry VIII, and 
most of its foundations have been dug up of later years." f 
There is also an account of the imprisonment of Piers Gaveston in the castle, which 
I will give next month. :

GARDENING NOTES 


How about trying to grow an unusual vegetable - kohl rabi. This is a 
Brassica and sometimes known as a turnip cabbage. It is milder than 
the turnip and can be used raw in salads or cooked as a hot vegetable. . 
There are both purple and white varieties. The part that is eaten is the awoLlea 
stem from which the leaf stalks grow. Kohl rabi should be sown in succession 
between February and September , ” the white up to June and the purple from June to 
September. Harvest the 'globe' when it is about the size of a tennis ball. If you 
let the plant grow much bigger it becomes woody. Kohl rabi can be sown indoors in 
February/March and then planted out, about 9 inches apa The plant should mature 
in about 12 weeks from sewing. OLIVER HAWES 


In spite of the cold weather, colour is coming back to the garden. Today's bag 
includes snowdrops, crdcuses, scillas, aconites, anemone blanda and the winter 
iris. These last remind me of our late neighbour, Madeline Allen, a devoted 
gardener. We would have an iris race to see who would be the first to have one in 
bloom. She always won and was proud to show me one of her delightful spring 
arrangements with a pale mauve iris in the centre. 

I've just unpacked last year's compost bin. The mixture is beautifully rich and 
dark and this time contains a potato peeler and a kitchen knife - not as good as 
last year's 3 teaspoons. The compost has gone onto special plants, like a little 
magnolia tree and rose bushes. 

This is a good time to prepare tubs and containers. The annuals for these have to 
work hard to put on a good show in a short space of time, so they deserve good 
soil. I use a mixture of two parts John Innes No.2 to one part of peat, with a 
handful of bonemeal and one of Growmore to each barrowful. I like to get rid of 
the old soil to a depth of at least 6 inches in big containers and completely renew 
terra cotta pots. There are now some slow-release fertiliser pellets one could 
poke into the soil at planting-out time to save the weekly feed. MARTANNE ELSLEY

A PILGRIMAGE TO SYRIA: A recent journey made by a group of 
Deddingtonians to Bible country is summarised by BOB STEVENS 


Despite its poor media profile Syria is a safe country to visit as the Arabs ther 
are among the most honest and hospitable people in the world. 800% of the folk are 
Muslims, the remainder mainly Christian. 

Soon after the start of our pilgrimage led by the Rev.Ken Reeves, Ramadan, the 
Muslim month of fasting, ended and festivities began. It was similar to our 
Christmas for streets were decorated and illuminated by fairy lights, parties 
given, gifts exchanged, best clothes donned and most shops and businesses closed. 
The capital of Damascus with its old quarter of narrow winding alleys and sougs 
(markets) around the Omayyad Mosque and the mausoleum of Saladin was interesting, 
but the sougs and citadel of Aleppo ran a close second. Our first church visit was 
in Damascus to the crypt of the Chapel of Ananias which was originally the cellar 
of the house belonging to the disciple Ananias. Nearby is St. Paul's Chapel, built 
into the city wall on the site where St. Paul was lowered from a window in a 
basket, to escape from angry Jews. 

In the village of Sayada we were personally received by the Holy Mother of the 
Orthodox Patriarchal convent built in 547 A.D. by Justinian I. In the building is 
an icon of the Virgin Mary painted by St. Luke the Evangelist. We went on to 
Maalula, a village which clings to a cliff face pitted by old cave dwellings. Here 
Aramaic, the language used by Christ, is still spoken. Perched on top of the cliff 
is St. Thecles monastery, where we were made welcome. We enjoyed touring the ruins 
of the Baptistry and Basilica of St. Simeon near Aleppo. This saint spent 36 years 
on top of a fifteen metres high column from which he preached and said mass. After 
his death in 459 A.D. the church was built round the pillar, which today is only a 
boulder due to pilgrims chipping off fragments as souvenirs. 

Early in our journeying, we called at the Phoenician ruined city of Ugarit outside 
the modern port of Lattakia. In its library, scribes made records on clay tablets 
using the oldest alphabet, from which the scripts of today are all derived. From 
the valley of funerary towers and tombs at Palmyra we passed the fig market to 
travel across the semi~desert. This is populated by nomadic Bedouins herding their 
flocks. We were invited to take coffee inside one of their black ‘house of hair' | 
goat~hair tents. Around Apamea, Pharoah Thutmose III hunted elephants; a thousand 
years later Hannibal was there teaching Syrians to use elephants in war. 

Our last excursion, through the black basalt country of the Druze with the Golan” 
Heights and snowcapped Mount Hebron in the distance, took us to Bosra and Shahba, 
famed respectively for a magnificently preserved amphitheatre and mosaics. Many 
ruined buildings and walls have been used as dwellings, but mosques and church. 
ruins are untouched. As everywhere else in the country hovel-like workshops front 
on to the roads and spill out over the pavements! At Shahba, we were invited into a 
Druze household for coffee. Our last highlight was being entertained by Dervish 
dancers in an erstwhile Turkish palace.
